N the recozd of John, ſix things are tobe conſidered, Firſt 
Tie we tat co the thee cre ent, Thete that arent, 
are Phariſtes,and they are ſent from Phariſies : moſt holy 
men(to outward appearance)from mofte holy men : which 
ſemed to themſclues the pillers of Gods Church which had 

of ſuccefſton : whiche chalenged to themſelues 
alone the title ofthe Church. But beholve,they that ſemed 
to bee the heads of the Chnrch,are enimies of Ch2iff. Wher 
by we may learne, that crevite is tobe gyuF neither to titles 
noz to ſucceſſions,but only vnto Gods wa2de Alſo we may 
marke the craft of Satan, which theſe Phariſtes had lerned 
oftheir maſter @Þathan. Fo2 they enqure heere, not bycauſe 
they fauouredepther Ch2yſt 02 John (as they wold ſeeme to 
haue donc:)but tw the intent to haue deſtroyed them bothe, 
as did the Derpentin Paradiſe,
